Following the recent fatal shooting of a detective 
the old and often-asked question oncé again 


arise: 


For Britain's police battle

Thus the arguments are heard 
every UUme something happens 
like the bitter two minutes on 
July 130 when Det. Syst. 
Rayanend ‘Purdy, was shot, 

“Shouldn't policemen be on 
equal terms with fhe gangsters 
they Wht?" The srguments run, 
“Must we send our policemen 
against armed thugs without 
protection? Should we orm our 
police?” 


Answer unchanged. 
The questions were asked again 
this time, but quietly, and with- 
out insistence. Fer they have 
been answered long ago, and the 
answer remains unchanged.

A Scotland Yard spokesman 
said serving — policemen almost 
uniunimously oppose — carrying 
firearms. 

“We simply never have carricd 
guns," the spokesman — sald. 
“There is no refulution saying 
we should,” and no pressure for 
such n regulation. . 

Yet every few years a demand 
Is made in ‘Parllament that the 
police be aunmed. The Home 
Seeretary, in ov t command of 
Britam's 160 pu organisations, 
has rejected these demands every 
lime. 

As for the public, it opposes 
weapon-earrying for police lor- 
ely on emotional strounds.

“But the 
parents (whose children aro) in 
these same schools and colleges 
ore willing to pay more 
twice what they did In 1939 for 
ears, electrical appliances and 
other ‘requirements’ to maintain 
their high standard of living. 

"They will.borrow mony to

‘Mra. McIntosh sald what fs 
needed is “an cducatlonal re-

Neither 
side will give way on this issue, 
so there seems little room icft 
for anything but continued 
animosity, 


Despite Rhee's ndamant stand 
on this major issue, he pro- 
poses to releuse nll the captive 
Japanese fishermen now held in 
South Korea, a9 a celebration 
gesture for the anniversary of 
Korean independence — which 
falls on August 15th, As 122 of 
the 104 have already ‘completed 
their sentences, and a further 14 
will have their terms expiring 
on August 14th, the gesture is 
rather u hollow one. If he uses 
these unforlunate men as bare 
gaining pawns, he worsens his 
own ense and actunlly leaves 
himself open to communist pro- 
paganda, as China has made it 
n polnt of releasing, then re- 
patriating, offending Japanese, 
But right at this moment, the 
122 who have served their sen- 
tences, could be sent back to 
Japan any day—aid should be 
by all reasonable counts, 


It should be remembered that 
the Korean “detainees” in 
Omura Camp In Japan, were 
originally refused re-admission 
«into South Korea by Rhee. Now 
Rhee wants to take them all— 
including the 108 of the 060 
who have elected to go to North 
Koren, Let it be understood 
Japan would be gind to be rid 
of the lot for the majority arc 
convicted criminals and the 
balance itegal entrants, 

ec uiso Insists that Japan 
settle ‘property cinims cxtend- 
ing back over 40 years since 
Japan's original occupation of 
the country. 

‘This constitutes 1 monumental 
problem in itself, but basically 
{he Korenns are right for there 
Is little question about Japan's 
quaint Ideas of colonisation. The 
country was thoroughly looted 
and plilaged, and It was with 
great reluctance ond hurt feel- 
ings that Japan returned some 
of the national treosures of 
Korea a year or so ago, Count- 
less others are “missing’ and 
Jnopan has sald st would = be 
“diMeult” to trace them, acquire 
thom and return them.

In America where Dow Jones 
js required reading for the 
Hterale adult, Md uccept this 
sort af conversation as common- 
place. In Britain, however, 
where the ordinary mi 
flutter has been largely con- 
fined to dogs, horses and foot- 
ball pools, it is distinctly novel. 


The Attraction 


The atfraction of course is that 
the punter — beg pardon, inves- 
for — is in little danger of 
losing hig original stake. And 
his gambling instincts are 
constantly ltillated by the 
thought that he might lay handy 
on shares for which some take- 
over expert is prepared to pay 
handsomely. 

I strongly suspect that the 
current prevalence of take-over 
deals is attructing more and 
more = "Iit{le” investors into 
“playing {he market.” Few 
weeks seem to pass without 
some financial baron serenading 
some other concern’s share 
owners, And since so many 
such bids becgine headline news 
who can wonder at the “Itc” 
man deciding to dabble, Inciden- 
tally an almost Inevitable side 
effect of this could be a shift 
in the popular attitude towards 
the Stock Exchange and Its deal- 
ings. For among the ordinary 
people of Britain the Stock Ex- 
change has.for long been, at 
best, mysterious, at worst, 
immoral. Traditlonally for them 
it was peopled by top-hatted 
vultures remorselessly seducing 
widows and orphans = into 
another “South Sea bubble.” 


. A Careful Eyo 

lf thls change came about it 
could contribute much towards 
the reallsation of the conserva- 
five concept of a “property 
own!ng democracy." 

In the meantime, however, 
there ate seemingly  well- 
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rumours about a bid 
shares of a certain 


founded reports that those lend- 
ing. members of the Verne 
ment direetly concerned are 
keeping a very careful eye on 
share speculation. 

This in no way means that 
the Government Is epposed to 
genuine healthy tuke-over bids 
and mergers. They are busin 
men cnough to realise that free 
quently such changes inject 
fresh life ond vpportunity {nto 
the compani¢s concerned, 

What they view with  mis- 
givings ate ‘entirely speculative 
manoeuvres almed at quick im- 
pressive orofits without any 
pavelt to the companies affect- 
ed. 

The febrile atmosphere 
erated by such operations and 
the consequent Ill effect on 
public opinion, It is believed, 
have inspired the Government 
to seck for some way of check- 
Ing the worst sort of speculna- 
tlon without Inhibiting #enulne 
entetprise growth and efficiency. 


Capital Gains 

Towards this end, say in- 
formed sources, the case for a 
cupltal gains tax Is being stu- 
died. 

Although no onc expects to 
sce any effect of thls examina- 
tlon for some time, suitable 
measures would bo welcome by 
businessmen here who ore con- 
cerned that nothing should mart 
the good repute of the Stock 
Exchange just at a time when 
the “little” man is beginning to 
realise that thero is nothing at 
all sinister about this market.
